In less than three weeks, we students must face our 
semester exams. But unlike Andromeda, we have no Perseus 
to descend from the sky and rescue us from this monster. We 
modern-day Andromedas must use our own wits to rescue our- 
selves At first glance we might seem as helpless as she- 
stranded on a rock, chained there by unprepared assignments, 
unread chapters, classroom day-dreaming. 

But even now, when we can feel the hot breath of finals 
on our necks, it’s not too late. Three weeks of vigorous and 
serious study might make a tremendous difference. We could 
stand up to the monster and stare him down with the cold 
eye of philosophy. 

Perhaps each student can find her Perseus in the guise 
of her own will. Such a Perseus could save even a twentieth- 
century Andromeda from slipping into the maw of the semes- 
ter-monster. 



The Banquet Complete 



In restaurants, theatres, and 
even in front of Church, what do 
I hear my fellow-students talk 
about? Is it war? Love? Death? 
No. It’s “my diet.” And from their 
sour expressions, I feel they are fed 
up with their diet. Let them try 
a new one. It’s not oranges, or 
high-protein, or skim-milk and ba- 
nanas, but literature. 

This diet is far from expensive. 
The pocket-book companies have 
extended their publications into 
real literature. For one quarter 
we can have both The Turn of the 
Screw and Daisy Miller, or The 
Little World of Don Camillo, or 
The Loved One. For a dime and 
a quarter we can buy The Power 
and the Glory or Moby Dick. And 
there are pocket-book editions of 
The Illind and the Odyssey, the fa- 
mous Greek plays, modern poets, 
the romantics, and the classicists. 

Horace, in his Ars Poetica, pro- 
nounced literature dulce et utile — 
sweet and useful. Paeon said, af- 
ter thoroughly digesting Plutarch, 
no doubt, that “reading maketh 
the full man.” And Pope cautions 
us to drink deep at the Pierian 
Spring. Such advice from the 
poets and philosophers might 
make us envy the bookworm. 
Sweet 

Literature is sweet because it 
is entertaining. But the manner 
of entertainment changes. As we 
grow older we should find our 
taste has become more discrimi- 
nating. We should no longer read 
merely for the chocolate-ice-cream 
of plot but prefer the tang of iro- 
ny and the added complexity of 
symbol. After reading Shake- 
speare and Homer, we shouldn’t 
be content with the packaged-mix- 
es of the book-of-the-month list. 

And reading does does make us 
full. It expands our minds with 
new ideas and experience, vicari- 
ous but real, of Welsh coal-miners’ 
cabins and the court of Louis XVI, 



of whaling, gold-panning, and 
jungle-lore. 

As for drinking deeply of the 
Pierian Spring — we must be real 
gourmets, and not a reader con- 
tent with a digest of the great 
books. If we have time only for a 
quick snack, we should try a short 
story: de Maupassant, Conrad, 

Welty. The scope of this genre 
is narrow enough to be as pains- 
takingly arranged as a bride’s first 
meal. And an artist like Faulk- 
ner can match structure and sub- 
ject like wedding china and crys- 
tal. 

A La Carte 

But when we have time for a 
full course, let us demand the a 
la carte menu. Shakespeare is a 
smorgasbord table. He holds a 
bit of everything: Othello and 
Brutus, soldiei's jealous and no- 
ble; Lear, a humiliated king; Rom- 
eo, the thwarted lover; Macbeth, 
an ambitious clansman; Kent, the 
faithful friend; Hamlet, a prince 
struck with melancholia; Poloni- 
us, the bore; Portia, the clever, 
noble-woman; and Kate, the shrew. 

For varieties’ sake— dullness is 
the death of diets — we can try oc- 
casionally an exotic foreign dish: 
Dostoyevsky, pioneer author of the 
mentally ill, with his weird con- 
coctions of murderer, sadist, and 
fanatic, who, with Bernanos and 
Mauriac, pierces a world that mir- 
rors our own Catholic orbit. 

The best thing about this litera- 
ry diet is that it never omits des- 
sert. Consummate artistry and 
craftsmanship are exercises on this 
final course, when the taste has 
been dulled and needs something 
really delightful to interest it. So 
take the poetry of Yeats, Eliot, 
and Dylan Thomas — fruits of 
twentieth-century problems and 
ancient Welsh mythology.
